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STRONG BOOST 


Is Given Sierra Madre and the 
Board of Trade by Banquet 
Held Last Tuesday 
Evening. 


At the first annual banquet of the 
Sierra Madre Board of Trade a clever 
pace was set for future similar events. 
For it was nothing If not a success. 
That Immediate and valuable results 
will result for the Board and for Sierra 
Madre, there is no doubt in the minds 
of those present. And their opinion 
should have weight,' since it was un¬ 
doubtedly the most representative 
gathering of Sierra Madre men as well 
as the largest social gathering for 
men ever held in this city. 

About seventy-live were served. 
There would have been several more 
present, but late acceptances and ac¬ 
comodations limited by circumstances 
over which no one had control made 
it necessary for the committee to draw 
the line, more to the sorrow of the 
committee members than of any one 
else. 

Crowd in Good Humor 

Promptly had the crowd gathered at 
Hotel Sierra Madre, so that when the 
speakers of the evening arrived from 
Los Angeles on the 7 o’clock car all 
was in readiness for the seating of 
the crowd. There is nothing like get¬ 
ting their feet under the same table 
to inspire jollity and put men in the 
right mood for working up their en¬ 
thusiasm on any topic. The unexpect¬ 
ed size of the crowd made it impssible 
for all to get their feet under the table 
at once. But the good humor and 
good sense of the dozen or more who 
were compelled to waft on the appe¬ 
tites of the others served but to in¬ 
crease the jollity and they received 
their gastronomic and intellectual 
pabulum simultaneously. 

Great credit is due Mr. Klndig for 
his part in the success of the tjanquet. 
The excellence of the menu and the 
service were subjects of very favorable 
< rrr.rrent. That he was able to handle 
the unexpectedly large crowd so well 
is in itself a testimonial to his abil¬ 
ity as host and caterer. 

President J. W. Keys of the local 
Board of Trade presided as toast mas¬ 
ter, asking Rev. Dr. J. M. Campbell to 
return thanks before the guests were 
seated. As soon as the coffee had 
been disposed of and the cigars were 
passed Mr. Keys got things under way 
with a few timely remarks on the 
work of the Board and then introduc¬ 
ed Mr. Frank Wiggins, secretary of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

Mr. Wiggins the First Speaker 

Prefacing his remarks with the 
statement that he never had made a 
speech in his life and he did not pro¬ 
pose to begin there, Mr. Wiggins gave 
a little insight into the workings of 


the Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of which he has been the mas¬ 
ter mind for many years. He mod¬ 
estly gave most of the credit for the 
success of the Chamber to the execu¬ 
tive ability of President Stewart and 
to the spirit of unity that prevailed 
in the organization. Of course every¬ 
one present knew that Mr. Wiggins 
is the original and greatest booster on 
the Pacific coast and made due allow¬ 
ance. 

Mr. Stewart’s Advice 

Following Mr. Wiggins, President 
Stewart discussed the problems con¬ 
fronting the Sierra Madre Board of 
Trade as they appeared to him. Delv¬ 
ing into history a little and paying 
his compliments to Messrs. Hawks and 
Hosmer, he demonstrated that Sierra 
Madre had already proven its desira¬ 
bility as a residence community. And 
it is as a residence community that 
Sierra Madre must make her bid for 
future development. 

Distinctive location, scenery and 
proximity to the mountains, Mr. Stew- 
qrt declared, are our largest assets. 
The way to realize on them is to 
boost incessantly, advertise widely and 
persistently, and to stand together on 
every undertaking that makes for the 
betterment of Sierra Madre. 

’‘Bank On the Mountains” 

As president of the Monrovia Board 
of Trade, Mr. W. A. Chess was called 
upon by the toastmaster and respond¬ 
ed with a speech full of sound advice 
and good humor. He said he had first 
learned to love the mountains by 
climbing the trails from Sierra Madre. 
Since taking his first tramps to Mt. 
Wilson and the West Fork he has 
made many mountain trips in other 
parts of the state. But never, he said, 
had he found another town with such 
a natural park at its very doors as we 
have here. “It is your strongest talk¬ 
ing point,” he said, “and you will make 
a great mistake if you do not em¬ 
phasize it in all your boosting and 
advertising.” 

From Mt. Wil.on 

While the mountains were under 
discussion President Keys called upon 
Manager F. B. Ross of Mt. Wilson 
Hotel, and was rewarded with a rat¬ 
tling good speech that fairly radiated 
optimism of the inimitable brand 
kept in stock by Mr. Ross. It is un¬ 
safe to get him started to talking 
“mountains,” he said, for he might 
never stop. And his feeling on the 
subject of boosting was somewhat 
similar. 

When it comes to boosting and ad¬ 
vertising, Mr. Ross declared, the in¬ 
terests of Sierra Madre and Mt. Wil¬ 
son are inseparable. Every traveller 
to Mt. Wilson passes through Sierra 
Madre, many tarry and some are so 
charmed with the place that they de¬ 
cide to make it their home. Every 
bit of advertising done by Sierra Ma¬ 
dre advertises Mt. Wilson, directly 
or otherwise. Under the circum¬ 
stances he thought more team-work 
in order and proposed to get in har-

HALE LECTURES 


Mt. Wilson Astronomer Delivers 
Lecture Prepared for the 
Darwin Centennial 
Celebration. 


Addressing an audience that packed 
Blanchard Hall to the doors, Director 
George E. Hale of the Mt. Wilson 
solar observatory told on Monday eve¬ 
ning of some of the latest achieve¬ 
ments of that great establishment. 
Next month Prof. Hale goes to Europe, 
where he will lecture in London, Paris, 
Rome and at the Darwin centennial 
at Cambridge. His lecture of Monday 
evening was practically the same as 
he will deliver on the latter occasion. 

The lecture was under the auspices 
of the Los Angeles Academy of Sci¬ 
ence. Many stereopticon views were 
used to Illustrate the lecture. Pic¬ 
tures of Mt. Wilson, the observatory 
outside and inside, the instruments in 
use and photographs of the heavens 
were used. Among the latter was a 
beautiful picture of the great nebula 
in Orion, taken just before the last 
storms began. 

New Sunspot Discovery 

That sunspots are intimately con¬ 
nected with the processes by which the 
sun maintains its temperature was one 
of the most important of the recent 
discoveries announced by Prof. Hale. 
The observers of Mt. Wilson have se¬ 
cured the first protographic proof of 
motion in the elements on the sun’s 
surface. Apparently the sun spots are 
gigantic fissures through which the 
cooler gaseous masses of the outer at¬ 
mosphere of the sun are sucked into 
the hotter interior. 

That this motion is due to electrical 
force is one of the things practically 
demonstrated. With great simplicity 
and without technical phraseology 
Prof. Hale described the methods of 
observation and the laboratory pro¬ 
cesses by which the results of the ob¬ 
servations are followed out, in the at¬ 
tempt to prove the conclusions drawn 
from the photographs. 

New Glass Is Perfect 

With regard to the new 60-inch re¬ 
flecting tejescope recently installed on 
Mt. Wilson, Prof. Hale said it was do¬ 
ing even more than had been expected 
of it. The marvellously clear atmos¬ 
phere of Mt. Wilson has made it possi¬ 
ble to do a large amount of investi¬ 
gation already, though it had not been 
expected that much would be accom¬ 
plished during the’ winter months. 

Intimations that the great 100-inch 
Hooker telescope might not be placed 
on Mt. Wilson have caused some un¬ 
easiness lest that great glass be taken 
to Arizona or some other distant lo¬ 
cation. These fears were apparently 
set at rest by Prof. Hale. He said 
that in planning the Hooker telescope 
the only problem of real difficulty

Board of Trade, a statement which was 
greeted with prolonged applause. 

Secretary C. H. Parsons of the Ar- 
tesia business men’s organization was 
then called upon by Mr. Keys and re¬ 
sponded with what appealed to many 
as the best speech of the evening, 
which is something of a compliment 
when the poorest speech of the even¬ 
ing was so good as to be hard to pick 
out. He urged the necessity of stand¬ 
ing together in local affairs, com¬ 
plimented Sierra Madre on the show¬ 
ing already made by the Board of 
Trade and pointed out the common in¬ 
terests of such bodies all over South¬ 
ern California. His suggestion that 
an organization of all such bodies be 
formed for mutual benefit met with 
evident approval and he showed that 
while there are many things in com¬ 
mon the resources of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia are sufficiently varied to pre¬ 
vent a conflict of interests in such an 
organization. 

Secretary M. H. Bridle was the last 
speaker and gave an entertaining ac¬ 
count of the earlier efforts along the 
line now pursued by the Board of 
Trade. He paid splendid and de¬ 
served tribute to the citizens who took 
up the work when there were few to 
support it and accomplished many 
tangible results, the crowning event 
being the bringing of the electric rail¬ 
way here. 

Touching on the subject of the pro¬ 
posed municipal gas plant, Mr. Bridle 
said the city now has the same need 
for the consummation of this project 
that it had for the interurban four 
years ago. It is the one thing most 
needed just now to further the devel¬ 
opment of the town. He urged every 
one to put his shoulder to the wheel 
and do his part toward bringing it to 
pass. 

Mr. Bridle closed his remarks in 
good time to allow the visitors to 
catch the last car for Los Angeles and 
the gathering dispersed more than 
satisfied, individually and collectively.

Hot Weather Best 

Conversation with various members 
of the board of city trustees brings out 
a well defined sentiment in favor of do¬ 
ing street work only in summer. Two 
chief reasons are given for this. The 
first is the danger of damage from 
storm water. As an instance, consider 
w hat would have happened had Sunny- 
side avenue been torn up during the 
recent rains. Not only w r ould the loose 
dirt have been washed out, leaving im¬ 
passable gullies for a long time to 
come, but the contractors might easily 
be bankrupted by the task of filling 
the street to its former grade. While 
the summer dust from streets in course 
of improvement seems unbearable at 
times, it is probably the lesser of the 
two evils. The other reason given is 
the fact that the oiling process attains 
better results if completed during hot, 
dry weather. Baldwin and Mountain 
Trail avenues are now pretty thor¬ 
oughly hardened, while Central, which 
was not completed till after the early 
September rains and the beginning of 
cooler weather, has several soft spots. 
That these spots can be satisfactorily 
repaired is the opinion of experienced 
road w’orkers. But if the grading and 
oiling had been completed during hot, 
dry weather the street would not now 
be susceptible to moisture and the re¬ 
pairs would be unnecessary.

Hale passed up as mere trifles, though 
he did not say that they would appal 
almost any other men than himself, 
Prof. Ritchey and the corps of assist¬ 
ants which he has gathered about 
him.
